Moreover,  she  is  delightful  to  work 
with  and  just  a  very  nice  person.

All  of  the  people  who  worked  on  this 
event  were  so  plesed  when  they  learned 
that  the  Deputy  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  Mr.  Jack  Parnell,  accepted 
our  invitation  to  be  here  tonight.  I 
think  he  wanted  to  find  out  what  kind 
of  people  are  responsible  for  spending 
$22  billion  of  the  Department's  budget. 
Since  becoming  Deputy  Secretary,  Mr. 
Parnell  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in 
FNS  and  its  programs.  We  are  very 
appreciative  of  his  interest  and 
cooperation. 
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I  am  also  privileged  to  introduce  our 
new  Assistant  Secretary-designate 
Catherine  Bertini.  Ms.  Bertini's 
appointment  was  announced  just  this 
week  by  the  White  House,  and  we're  all 
looking  forward  to  a  speedy  confir¬ 
mation  so  that  she  can  become  our  new 
Assistant  Sceretary. 

We  have  two  of  our  former  assistant 
secretaries  with  us  tonight — Carol 
Tucker  Foreman  and  John  W.  Bode.  I'm 
not  sure  but  that  may  be  the  first  time 
they've  appeared  together  in  the  same 
sentence.  Carol  Foreman  served  as  our 
Assistant  Secretary  from  1977  to  1981. 
Carol  brought  to  the  Department,  the 
zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  an  advocate,  and 
she  stayed  to  make  the  hard  choices  of 
an  administrator.  We  are  so  pleased 
that  she  could  be  with  us  tonight. 

John  Bode  served  first  as  Deputy 
Assistant  Secretary  from  1981  to  1985 
and  as  our  Assistant  Secretary  from 
1985  until  early  this  year.  John's 
letter  to  the  Editor  of  the  Post  just 
last  weekend  where  he  went  to  bat  for 
the  commodity  program  is  evidence  of 
his  continuing  interest  in  our 
programs. 

During  the  20  years  that  FNS  has 
existed,  we've  had  seven  official 
administrators.  Four  of  them  are  with 
us  tonight.  I  would  like  to  welcome 
them  and  ask  them  to  come  up  and  join 
us  after  I  introduce  them. 

o  Bob  Greenstein  served  from  1979 
to  1981.  Following  his  departure,  the 
Federal  Register  had  to  lay  off  hun¬ 
dreds  of  people  because  of  the  decline 
in  food  stamp  regulatory  activity. 

Bob,  of  course,  maintains  an  active 
interest  in  FNS  from  his  current 
position. 

o  Bill  Hoagland  was  our  leader  in 
1981,  and  he  too  has  remained  an  active 
player  in  food  program  policies  from 
his  position  with  the  Senate  Budget 
Committee.

The  country 
was  still  in  the  throes  of  the  Great 
Depression  and  many  people  needed  help, 
and  hope.

And  all 
across  the  land,  bands  were  playing 
"The  Anniversary  Waltz"  as  people  tried 
to  forget  their  troubles.

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The  next  significant  year  for  our 
programs  was  1946.  It  was  a  great 
year — the  boys  were  home  from  the  war, 
Kilroy  was  everywhere,  and  President 
Harry  Truman  signed  the  historic 
National  School  Lunch  Act. 

This  gave  permanent  authorization  to 
the  school  lunch  program. 

In  1946,  "Zippity  Do  Da"  was  on  the 
American  Hit  Parade. 

Let's  go  now  all  the  way  to  the 
beginning  of  that  turbulent  decade:  the 
60's. 

In  1961.  John  Kennedy  had  just  been 
elected  President  and  he  wanted  USDA  to 
find  better  ways  to  get  food  to  the 
needy. 

The  Department  got  at  the  task  right 
away  and  before  the  year  ended  there 
were  eight  pilot  food  stamp  programs  in 
economically  depressed  areas. 

A  favorite  song  from  1961  is  "The 
Twist." 

In  1964.  President  Lyndon  Johnson 
signed  the  Food  Stamp  Act.  The  program 
had  grown  from  county  to  county  and 
from  state  to  state,  and  now  this 
legislation  made  it  permanent. 

That  year,  we  were  all  listening  to  "We 
Can  Work  It  Out." 

In  1969.  President  Richard  Nixon  wanted 
to  put  an  end  to  hunger  in  America  for 
all  time.  Thus,  the  Food  and  Nutrition 
Service  was  born,  and  Ed  Hekman  became 
the  first  administrator. 

It  was  also  the  year  of  "Aquarius." 

In  1974.  the  first  WIC  c] inic  was 
opened  in  Pineville,  Kentucky. 

Secretary  Clayton  Yeutter,  who  was 
Assistant  Secretary  for  Marketing  and 
Consumer  Services  at  the  time,  cut  the 
ribbon  at  this  first  WIC  site. 

"Annie's  Song"  was  the  most  popular 
song  that  year.

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In  1977,  FNS  headquarters  was 
threatened  by  a  move  to  Siberia, 
otherwise  known  as  Buzzards  Point — 
which  is  situated  in  the  Anacostia 
flood  plain.  If  not  monumental  to  the 
nation,  it  did  provoke  trauma  in  FNS. 
Royal  Shipp,  who  was  our  acting 
administrator,  helped  us  defeat  that 
move. 

This  compelling  issue  made  the  TV 

evening  news  that  day  in  1977 . a 

year  when  we  were  all  listening  to 
"You  Light  Up  My  Life." 

Of  course,  you  all  know  that  in  1980 
FNS  moved  to  Park  Center,  which  is 
still  its  headquarters  today. 

In  1980,  we  were  all  dancing  to 
"9  to  5." 


And  that  brings  me  to  1989 — our  20th 
anniversary  year.  This  is  the  year  we 
get  to  see  all  of  you,  and  it's 
wonderful!  Now  let's  all  dance  to  the
